patentability as defined in this section. The duty to disc)osure information exists with respect to each pending 
claim until the claim is canceled or withdrawn from consideration, or the application becomes abandoned. 
Information material to the patentability of a claim that Is canceied or withdrawn from consideration need not be 
submitted if the information is not nnaterial to the patentability of any claim remaining under consideration in the 
application.
